Oldest Dinosaur 
Remains Found 


As dinosaurs go, herrerasaurus 
is a midget in size, but a giant in 
importance. Many scientists say 
this creature is the oldest known 
dinosaur. They believe it may help 
solve the mystery of when dino- 
saurs first appeared on Earth. 

The first fossil remains of her- 
rerasaurus showed up 30 years ago 
in Argentina. But a full skeleton 
wasn’t found until recently. _ 

Scientists now know this lizard- 
like beast was the size of a heavy, 
tall human. It had claws and dou- 
ble-hinged jaws for grasping prey. 

Herrerasaurus walked the Earth | 
230 million years ago—eartier 
than tyrannosaurus rex and other 
large dinosaurs—say scientists.

Meteor Trails Help Speed Truck Deliveries

Blazing meteor trails might have 
speeded the delivery of your break- 
fast cereal, the clothes you wear, 
and even the books you read. 

The meteor trails are used to 
send radio messages long distances 
to long-haul trucks on U.S. 
highways. 


Meteors and Meteorites 

A meteor is a streak of light in 
the sky. It is produced when a me- 
teoroid speeds into the air about 51 
to 69 miles above Earth’s surface. 
Friction in the air heats the mete- 
oroid, turning it into a glowing me- 
teor. If the meteoroid survives the 
fiery plunge to Earth, it is called a 
meteorite. 

Astronomers say many meteor- 
oids come from the asteroid belt be- 
tween the orbits of Mars and 
Jupiter. Others are leftover mate- 


ay the

rials from comets that came close 
to Earth. Earth’s gravity pulls me- 
teoroids to the planet. 

When a meteoroid streaks 
through Earth’s atmosphere, it be- 
gins to burn brightly. It briefly 
leaves a trail of particles. This trail 
can bounce radio waves from one 
point to another. 

Since thousands of meteoroids 
enter Earth’s atmosphere every 
minute, there are nearly always 
enough trails available to bounce 
radio signals. 


Bouncing Off Meteor Trails 

The communication system that 
bounces signals off meteor trails to 
trucks was developed by Trans- 
track Inc. of Marion, Mass. The 
system also uses computers and 
LORAN. 

LORAN stands for long range

navigation. LORAN uses radio 
beams sent out from base stations 
or a vehicle. The signals pinpoint 
the exact location of each long-haul 
truck. 

Transtrack computers watch for 
meteor bursts that are large 
enough to bounce radio signals. 
When a computer locates such a 
meteor trail, computerized radio 
messages are bounced off the trail 
to trucks. A truck operator can also 
send messages back to the base sta- 
tion. Messages can be sent halfway 
across the U.S. using this system. 

Truck dispatchers use this sys- 
tem to direct trucks on the road to 
points for new pickups or deliver- 
ies. This system saves trucking 
companies a great deal of time and 
money, and helps ensure that prod- 
ucts you buy arrive faster and cost 
less.

These are just three examples of America’s volun- 
teers—people lending a helping hand to their com- 
munities and neighbors. There are thousand of 
stories like these—stories of people who find things 
that need to be done in their community, and do 
them. Sometimes they cook food for the hungry, or 
they may help care for children in hospitals. Others 
may deliver meals and medicine to people who can’t 
leave home. And still others may work to make their 
communities safer or more attractive. 


Tide of Volunteers 

A tide of volunteerism is sweeping the country. A 
survey of Americans 18 years old and older was 
taken last year. It found that nearly half of all those 
surveyed volunteered at least five hours a week to 
help others. Those who volunteered came from all 
walks of life, all ages and income groups, and all 
ethnic backgrounds. 

The survey also found that an even greater num- 
ber of Americans would perform voluntary service 
if they were asked or if an organization that could 
direct volunteer programs existed.

Many employers in businesses and industries 
want their workers to get involved in volunteering. 
More than 600 U.S. companies encourage employees 
to volunteer to help charitable organizations in 
their communities. Many companies allow their vol- 
unteers to have flexible working hours to do their 
good works. Most companies that have done this say 
that volunteering improves morale and boosts the 
company’s image in the community.

Why Parents Keep Secrets 


By Leon Rosenberg, Ph.D.

Do you ever hear your parents whispering? Do you 


- wonder what they’re saying? 

Usually parents talk secretly when they are wor- 
ried. Sometimes they have a problem with money. At 
other times there may be an illness in the family. Or 
perhaps there is a fear of losing a job.

Parents don’t want you to know about these prob-. 


lems. They don’t want to worry you. They want to 
protect you. 

Instead, when parents hide problems, children 
worry more. What children imagine is often worse 
than what’s happening. For example, if the family is 
hiding an illness, children may think someone is dy- 
ing. They know something bad is happening, but they 
don’t know what. Or children may feel their parents 
are mad at them, and that’s why they won't discuss 
what’s wrong. 


Obviously, it’s best for everyone in the family when — 


parents tell children the truth, no matter how tough 
it is. 

But what if your parents don’t tell you what’s 
wrong? What if you’re upset about family secrets? 
What can you do? 

Talk to your parents. Tell them that you are scared 
because you know there’s something they’re not tell- 
ing you. Remind your parents that you are a part of 
the family. You want to know what’s going on. Ex- 
plain that you need their help. 

REMEMBER: Don’t let secrets stop you from dusting 
your parents. They were trying to protect you. Give 
them a chance to share these problems in the future.

Changing Times 

Glasnost is a big reason why the Soviet players 
are in the NHL. Glasnost, which means openness, 
is part of a Soviet plan to improve relations with 
the U.S. and give Soviet citizens more freedom. But 
glasnost may be only part of the reason why Soviet 
hockey players are in the U.S. 3 

Some of the best Soviet players have wanted to 
play hockey in North America for some time. Some 


_ experts say that the Soviet government has allowed 


the players to work in the U.S. so that they won’t 
defect. If the players defected—left the country with- 
out permission—they wouldn’t be able to return. 


Soviets Excel 3 
Hockey experts say that the Soviet hockey players 
are among the best in the world. The Soviet na- 
tional team has won the gold medal for hockey in 
six of the last seven Winter Olympics. 

So far this season, most of the Soviets in the NHL 
seem to be doing well. Sergei Makarov has been one 
of the league’s leading scorers. And Viacheslav Fe- 
tisov has been one of his team’s best defensemen. 

The arrival of the Soviet stars in the NHL has 
given North American hockey fans a chance to sée 
more of the world’s best players. And Soviet citizens 
have another chance to view life in a democracy.
